E n d s B a k in g Troubles 


Stockholm, Sweden, Jan. 13.—Alle­ 
gations that German agents are try­ 
ing to smuggle copper and other con­ 
traband from the United States into 
Germany 
by 
shipping it first to a 
Swedish port disguised as unprohibit­ 
ed foodstuffs have resulted 
in 
the 
stricter surveillance of all incoming 
ships by the Swedish government. 
The Andrew Welch, an American 
steam er which arrived 
recently 
at 
Halmstad from Philadelphia, Is still 
detained at the former port pending 
detailed examination of 
an 
alleged 
cargo of beans. 
She wras sighted off Halmstad, cruis­ 
ing about for no apparent reason, and 
when questioned by the commander 
of a Swedish torpedo boat the captain 
said he had orders 
to 
wait 
there. 
Soon afterwards a large German tug 
came up to the sound and made for 
the Andrew Welch. 
The captain of 
the tug was equally ignorant of the 
reason for sending him to a point off 
Halmstad, but denied that he had a i 
rendezvous with the American ship. 
The 
Swedish 
naval 
authorities 
thereupon brought the Andrew Welch 
into Halmstad and the German tug 
disappeared in a southerly direction. 
A cursory examination of the Andrew 
Welch showed that she carried beans, 
but members of the crew’ told the 
Swedish customs inspectors that the 
weight of the bags had caused some 
comment among 
them, 
and 
“they 
thought there might be other things 
inside.” 
Enormous quantities of non-contra­ 
band foodstuffs from America have 
been going into Germany from Swe­ 
den during the last six weeks, includ­ 
ing preserved fruits from the Pacific 
coast, 
coffee 
and tea. 
Imports of 
American coal are increasing, owing 
to the continued ban on British coal 
by the British government. Germany 
is 
sending 
cargoes of Belgian coal 
from Luebeck and Stettin to Malmo, 
but it is of inferior quality and the 
demand for American coal is growing. 
Ten thousand tons arrived at Malmo 
this week. 
The activity of British commercial 
agents, whom the Swedes call “com­ 
mercial spies,” has caused great irri­ 
tation here. 
Several have been ex­ 
pelled because of their 
activity 
in 
“shadowing” 
cargoes 
unloaded 
at 
Gothenburg and other ports. 
Ameri­ 
can buyers are carefully watched and 
their negotiations with Swedish busi 
ness men followed in detail.

Baron Adelsward gave the Associat­ 
ed Press a vivid picture of conditions 
in the belligerent countries 
he 
has 
just visited, and also laid down the 
lines on which he is working, partic­ 
ularly as to making the Hague Court 
of Arbitration a real 
force 
in 
the 
world's affairs instead of a mere or­ 
ganization on paper. * 
“I regret to say that the outlook 
appears darker during recent months 
than at any time since the war be­ 
gan,” said 
Baron Adelsward. 
“This 
was the result 
of 
my 
observations 
throughout the tour of principal coun 
tries participating in the war. 
And 
for that reason, much as I would like 
to see peace, I do nut believe there 
is the slightest chance of peace at the 
present time or in the near future. 
“In 
England.” 
continued 
Baron 
Adelsward, “I found among officials 
and the people at large that the look 
i upon the war as just beginning—yes, 
that is their expression, ‘The war has 
just begun.’ They recognize now that 
they were not ready for war at the 
outset, and lacked men and munitions. 
But now' it has taken firm hold of the 
w'hole people that the w'ar is a tre­ 
mendously serious question, and they 
feel they are only now beginning an 
effort adequate to the huge task be­ 
fur them. 
So it is useless to talk 
peace to them when they are firmly 
convinced they are just.beginning the 
w'ar. 
“In France there is indignation at 
the mere mention of peace, and the 
whole country is united in the policy 
of carrying on the war with the ut­ 
most energy. 
“But in Germany there is undoubt­ 
edly a strong sentiment for ending the 
war. 
I have made four trips through 
Germany since the war 
begin, 
and 
have observed the gradual growih of 
feeling that the war should end. This 
w'as most marked during my last visit 
and extended to all classes, men and 
women 
exclaiming, 
‘My 
God, 
who 
would have thought this terrible war 
would last so long.* 
The statement 
of the German chancellor, that any ef­ 
fort of Germany for peace is opposed 
by Germany's enemies, appears to be 
designed to calm the public feeling in 
Germany in showing that the govern­ 
ment is ready for peace but cannot 
realize it through the opposition of the 
allies. 
“There 
is, 
too, a significant and 
rather ominous attitude 
among 
the 
German people of being ready to crit­ 
icise men in high places—even the 
highest. Such a thing would not have 
been thought of a short time ago, but 
now' it is general. 
“For instance, men who direct large 
forces of employes w'ere recently dis­ 
cussing the serious conditions arising 
from the war. 
“ ‘The responsible ones will be pun­ 
ished,' said one. 
“ ‘But t h e ------ fa responsible, and 


w ill he, too, be p un ished?’ 
“ ‘Yes, I mean him, too; he is the 
one,' was the reply. 
“And this is very tvpiesl of the wa\ 
the ordinary people are talking, and 
it is a condition which 
have the 
gravest consequences. 
“And yet,” added Baron Adelsward, 
‘ it is a mistake to think that Germany 
is exhausted and will be 
forced 
to 
peace through sheer exhaustion. 
She 
has many resources still, and can fight 
for a long time.” 
Baron Adelsward visited Aldershot, 
the great military rende^'ous 
Ens‘ 


the ports of Scotland, and later con-1 
ferred with Premier Asquith and other 
British leaders. 
“The 
British 
fleet in reality has | 
three points of concentration,” said j 
he, “and w'e visited the main point I 
where most of the great battleships 
are gathered. It is a most impressive 
sight, not only of strength, 
but 
of I 
alert readiness.” 
Turning to the question of perma- j 
nent world peace, in which he is so I 
much 
interested, 
Baron 
Adelsward j 
said: 
“It should be understood we have • 
no concern in seeking 
to 
end 
the 
present war. That ,of course, is high­ 
ly desirable, but it has nothing to do 
with our movement, and the belliger­ 
ent governments 
are 
firmly 
deter­ 
mined to deal with the question of 
peace in their own way. 
But our aim 
of an enduring peace 
is 
the 
same 
whether the war lasts one year or ten 
years—we must prepare 
the 
way, 
study the practical methods and mould 
public opinion toward preventing an­ 
other world disaster such as the pres­ 
ent. 
“Certainly every civilized nation has 
an interest in such a work. We have 
met some discouragement and opposi­ 
tion from some of the allied govern­ 
ments, on the theory that we were 
urging a premature peace. 
But that 
is not the case, and in talks I have 
had with some of their leading offi­ 
cials I have show'n 
them 
that 
our 
movement is in truth 
seeking 
the 
same end that the allied forces fight-, 
ing in the trenches are seeking—an 
honorable peace which wrill be lasting 
and wTill be a guarantee of future se­ 
curity to them and 
to 
the 
whole 
world.” 
“But w'hat practical step 
can 
be 
taken to insure world peace?” Baron 
Adelsward w*as asked. 
“The 
most 
practical 
means, 
it 
seems to me,” said he, “is to make a 
reality of the permanent court of arbi 
tration of The Hague, giving it an ac­ 
tual existence and a strong controlling 
force in the regulation 
of 
interna­ 
tional affairs, instead of having it as 
a mere platonic agreement to which 
the nations have assented in princi­ 
ple. 
The 
Hague 
organization is a 
splendid nucleus, but it needs to be 
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opposed to the allies. But that is not j her favoring the central powers was

There is 
nothing Utopian about this; the prin­ 
ciple, it should be remembered, is al­ 
ready recognized and agreed to by all 
nations, and the machinery is at hand, 
so that only the practical details of 
organization remain. 
“The organization and equipment of 
The Hague has therefore appeared to 
me to be entitled to first place in the 
basis for a lasting world peace. There 
are many other propositions—reduc­ 
tion of armaments, etc. 
These are of 
the utmost value and importance, and 
yet the reduction of armament and 
other peace measures w'ill follow' nat­ 
urally, 
once 
the 
great essential, a 
world court at The Hague, is realized. 
“Various 
propositions 
are 
being 
carefully studied, in addition to that 
concerning The Hague, 
notably 
the 
question of a plebiscite among peo­ 
ple to be annexed before any annexa­ 
tion of their territory is effected; the 
reduction of armaments; 
the 
open 
door for commerce, as the closing of 
commercial doors often leads to in­ 
ternational discord; 
liberty 
of 
the 
seas; civil and religious liberty and 
the right of people to use their own 
language; control of parliaments over 
foreign policies; prohibition of secret 
treaties. 
These and other plans will 
all contribute to lasting world peace, 
yet with The Hague tribunal firmly 
and practically established as a world 
court these reforms will follow nat­ 
urally. 
“As to ‘freeedom of the seas,’ I fear 
that part of the program will have to 
be abandoned, as it is a war measure 
and has no logical place in a plan for 
international peace. 
It 
appears 
to 
have been proposed largely as an ap­ 
peal for German support, but it is ob­ 
viously out of place. 
I discussed the 
matter with Prof. Low'es Dickinson, ! 
of Cambridge university, one of the * 
most interested in the world peace 
movement, and he felt the ‘liberty of 
the seas' plan had no proper place in 
our work toward lasting peace.” 
Referring to the neutral attitude of j 
Sw'eden, Baron Adelsw'ard said: 
“The sentiment of the Swedish peo­ 
ple is one of absolute neutrality. Nat­ 
urally there are groups and this has 
created the impression that Sw'eeden 
is favorable to the central powers and

domestic institution, and its academic 
life is sustained almost entirely by 


alien and colonial students. 
This re­ 
semblance 
to 
a 
foreign university, 
planted in the classic confines of the 
ancient seat of learning, is intensified 
by the presence here of the faculty 
and some of the student body of the 
University of Louvain. 
With the exception of the medical 
school, none of the colleges has more 
than a handful of British students. 
Perhaps the greatest sufferer from the 
w’ar has been Corpus Christi college, 
w’hich does not admit men of colored 
races to its rolls. 
This college has 
Seven 
undergraduates 
in 
residence 
and since most of its sons are either 
with the military forces or doing gov­ 
ernment work of some sort, the great 
hall is closed and the students and 
their instructors dine in their own 
quarters. 
Each college has a great hall of ba­ 
ronial appearance and capacity where 
its members dine in state, the master 
with his dons at tables on a dabs w hile 
below on the main floor the under­ 
graduates gather about long tables. 
Most of these halls, formerly centers 
of traditional English good cheer, are 
now places of gloom, w'bere by dim 
candlelight, enforced on 
account 
of 
the Zeppelin peril, a few of the elderly 
faculty members gather 
with 
their 
alien and crippled student body in a 
pathetic effort to keep alive a glorious 
tradition. 
Trinity with its norma! enrollment 
of six hundred 
students 
does 
not. 
show the ravages of war as much as 
the other colleges, but this does not 
mean that it has not b^en as patriotic 
as the others, but on account of its 
enrollment, far in the lead of any of 
its rivals and the further fact that 
it numbers many aliens among its 
undergraduates, the college can still 
muster a hundred men. 
Headed by 
Dr. Butler, the venerable master of 
the college, who is assisted by Vice- 
master Henry Jackson, O. M., one of 
the greatest of Cambridge teachers, 
the faculty and men of Trinity gather 
in the great hall in a brave effort to 
uphold the continuity of Cambridge’s 
royal college. 
But a fear of a lapse 
in the continuity necessary to carry 
on the precious traditions of the uni­ 
versity is in every heart, and some­ 
times finds expression in grim de­ 
termination to hold on at any cost 
save any step wrhich would prevent 
Cambridge men from doing their duty 
to their country. 
It is whispered that n *xt year there 
w*ill be no freshmen of the type w*ho 
have made 
Cambridge, 
and 
even 
should new* men come, there will be 
no old men to instruct them in the 
fine points of student custom, w’hich 
mean so much to an ancient univer­ 
sity. 
The ray of hope for those who 
entertain such fears is provided by 
the great public schools, wrhich are 
expected to keep alive enough of the 
Cambridge tradition to 
provide 
a 
basis for the Students who will throng 
its colleges when the war is over.

London, Jan. 15.—Hotel life of Lon­ 
don 
is 
undergoing 
an 
important 
change which is proving disastrous 
to old fashioned houses. 
This is an 
evolution in the management of the 
middle class hotels. The last decade 
saw’ the introduction of fashionable 
restaurants as the most conspicuous 
and profitable feature 
of 
the 
high 
priced hotels. 
In the old days dining in public 
was a continental 
custom; 
British 
people of the upper classes sought 
privacy and retirement. 
When the 
men were dining out they sought their 
clubs, or small restaurants, and lad­ 
ies did not dine at hotels or restaur­ 
ants often except 
w’hen 
traveling. 
The big restaurants with music and 
evening dress were the resort only 
of the ultra gay set. 
The new’ hotel life which ip fast 
coming into vogue means the large 
and brilliantly lighted 
hotels, 
with 
music and crowds, for 
the 
middle 
classes. 
In some details these hotels 
are patterned on American lines, but 
in some respects they 
go 
beyond 
American customs. '‘Extras” wrere the 
handicap to hotel patrons of the old­ 
er days. 
What are now termed "in­ 
clusive” rates were hardly know’n. 
Charges for rooms w’ere reasonable, 
but when to those charges w’ere add­ 
ed separate items for 
bath, 
fires, I 
lights and attendance, stopping at a 
middle class hotel became more ex­ 
pensive than in American cities. Two 
dollars, or tw’o dollars aud a half per 
day were the standard rates for the 
room alone, without the tariff of ex­ 
tras. 
The ultra modern landlords have 
discovered that the public w’ants to 
know* the round sum that a day’s en­ 
tertainment will cost. 
Consequently 
the "inclusive” rate. This charge in 
the popular houses now covers bed 
room, bath and breakfast, as well as 
the lights and fires. 
Some 
of the 
largest houses provide this scale of 
entertainment for 
a 
dollar 
and a 
half to two 
dollars. 
All 
of 
those 
houses are developments of the past 
three or four years. 
They 
make a 
particular appeal to 
English people 
from 
the 
country 
and 
provincial 
cities, and the people of the middle 
class with small 
incomes 
but 
of 
good station in life are the one wTho 
respond. 
Provincials and army officers stay­ 
ing in London 
crow’d 
these places, 
and more hotels of the same tvpe are 
certain to appear. Meantime, the big, 
dreary, old-fahioned houses are near­ 
ly empty. Some are closing. One of 
the most famous 
in 
England 
has 
rented about half of its 
floor space 
to the government for offices. Others 
probably will pass into the bands of 
the new companies.

Walker will follow’ Mr. Seidel, on 
February 3rd and 10th, respectively.

"I have had many opportunities to 
see the serious effect of short bread 
rations 
to 
prisoners,"

Dollfus. "The prisoners 
returning to 
France have been convoyed by me to 
Lyons and other 
points 
in Central 
France, and I have 
personally wit­ 
nessed their 
condition 
and 
heard 
their reports. 
For 
example, in one 
party of 400 prisoners 
which I con­ 
voyed, 250 had developed tuberculo­ 
sis from being in a famished condi­ 
tion from lack of bread. They were 
literally emaciated skeletons strick­ 
e n with fatal disease. And this was 
typical of the result of 
short bread 
; rations. 
"The German rations to prisoners,*’ 
, Mr. Dollfus went on, "is 
one small 
loaf about four inches in diameter, 
In the morning. This is intended for 
the day, hut the famished men eat it 
at once, and that ends their bread 
supply for the day, only a soup be­ 
ing given at noon. That is the reason 
we have been pouring in this bread 
supply, largely in bulk, but 
to indi­ 
viduals 
so far as 
they 
could 
be 
traced. It has proved a life saver to 
thousands. And yet by this order of 
the 27th this bread supply in bulk is 
cut off. 
"This can mean only another great 
tragedy," said Mr. 
Dollfus, 
"and I 
am convinced there must be a pur­ 
pose behind such a move—a purpose 
to force the allies to consider terms 
of peace, rather than see their own 
people dying of starvation. 
And 
we 
expect also that if the bulk supply is 
cut off this will soon be followed by 
cutting off the 
individual packages, 
on the ground that it is too great an 
undertaking to distribute these indi­ 
vidual daily supplies. And so we are 
faced with the present stoppage of 
the bulk supply 
and 
the probable 
stoppage of the remaining individual 
supply. 
"I am seeking as hest as possible 
to meet this condition, by organizing 
a complete service of individual pack­ 
ages, hut it will be a work requiring 
much help from private sources—in 
which I hope America will help as it 
did in Belgium—and will be support 
ed by the allied governments as far 
as possible.
